between, Mr. Bushman said the out- 
look for squirrels, quail and grouse 
is 
considerably 
brighter. 
Some 


ringnecks and wild turkeys also are 
to be found in the county. 


Heavy rains during August and 


September drowned many rabbits 
in Adams and adjacent counties, 
the game protector said. 


Earlier in the summer, the out- 


look 
for rabbits was unusually 


bright, Mr. Bushman said, but after Hold Final RltCS 
the torrential rains in August and 
September ''bunnies" seemed un- 
jusually scarce.

I had heard my father, who was a minister, speak of the fine work

Avenue. I called upon him and told him that I wanted work—anything. 
He only had one job open—peddling handbills for the church. The pay 
was a dollar a day. I asked for the bills and went my way. In the eve- 
ning I returned and the-good-Doctor handed me a silver dollar, took me 
by the hand, and said: "George, you are all right." We believe in you?'; 
Well, I needed the dollar sorely—but I needed those words more than the 
dollar. The money soon went, but those sentences of confidence are still 
ar. inspiration it me. 


During all the 30 years that have passed since then, Dr. Johnston 


Myers has carried on that fine humanitarian work of his from his church, 
helping hundreds of thousands and feeding as many more, regardless of 
the creed or nationality of the one in misfortune or need. He now says 
that mere charicy is almost worse than none at all—that the encouraging 
word, the warm understanding, and love, with cheer given to the man, 
are what he craves more than the temporary food or job. 


Dr. Myers says that the human touch must permeate all giving. Most 


people out of work are proud and feeling. They want to earn and to 
prove their worthiness of the help given by the community or state. Me- 
chanical charity has no living force behind it.

who gladly give of their money wish most that it be given to those willing 
and glad to work at some useful task. And with that gift a word of cheer 
to put the man'or woman in courageous spirit—grateful for a new- chance.

imposition upon ourselves. It is to 
be considered at all times and in all 
circumstances as an advantage to 
us. Let us keep clearly in mind 
that this day is given us for rest, 
that we may recoup our physical 
force for the work of the week. 
Cessation of secular ocupation must 
be a part of our Sabbath observance 
if the day is going to do lor us 
what it should in a physical sense." 


Continuing, the Rev. Mr. Crane 


said: 


"God made the Sabbath a holy 


day of rest in order that we may 
have communion with Him; in or- 
der that we may bo free from sec- 
ular concerns primarily and enjoy 
both private and 
public worship. 


Any philosophy of life which ig- 
nores the spiritual needs of men is 
a one-sided, and an imperfect phi- 
losophy. Men say they must work 
on the Sabbath in order to earn 
sufficient money to provide for their 
physical selves. That can not be 
true. If God had meant for us to 
work without cessation day 
after 


day, 
He would have constructed us 


so that we would have been able to 
do so without ill effect. 


"God has given us the Sabbath

It 
must be a day of repose, a day In 
which we have communion

God, for cur physical, mental and 
spiritual" good. 


"But this cannot 
be our entire 


answer. For God has

tage, but for His honor. 
And if 


what we have already said were not 
true, who would have good and suf- 
ficient reason for keeping the Sab- 
bath because it is a day set for the 
glory of God. We cannot really 
worship unless we honor God, and 
for that worship the Sabbath is set 
apart. We can fulfill our purpose 
in life only as we obey the eelmen- 
tary laws of our Creator and Re- 
deemer. And to that end we rea- 
sonably observe the Sabbath day as 
a holy day of rest and worship."

Mr. Dickinson, who became ill last 


Wednesday was born in Oyster Bay,

France 
Succumbs To Sudden 
Heart Attack.

BOUT 30 years ago, George G. Booth, distinguished newspaper owner 
of M ichigan newspapers, together with his wife, conceived the idea 
of pioneering in the developing of country homes suburban to D etroit. 
They found a lovely stretch of country, wooded and rolling, about 12 
miles out, 
Here they built their own home. 
Then as the com m unity 
unfolded, the idea of establishing a cultural center evolved—and today 
the dream has come true in "Cranbrook,” a tract of som ething like 300 
acres, with craft shops and school rooms th a t are among the m ost beau­ 
tiful I have ever seen. And here It is th a t the lovely American studio 
of Carl Milles, the great Swedish sculptor, is located. 
Coming to this beautiful secluded spot, foliaged by autum n’s color­ 
ing, from the noise and confusion of the city, was like entering a real 
haven of quiet and peace. We visited the sculptor in his studio and there 
he graciously showed us his m agnificent plaster models for a great foun­ 
tain and another tremendously virile creation depicting the tragedy and 
rom ance of the American Indian. 
There was a simplicity and poetic 
beauty to these models th at kept us in deep and silent thought. T he quiet 
and sincere cordiality of the artist inspired us and made us forget the 
madness of materialism as he unfolded his ideas of life and art and show­ 
ed to us the many illustrations of his long life in creating beauty for the 
world. 
We visited the buildings of this unique center and saw some of the 
work of those attending as students. 
Simple, glorious beauty everywhere. 
There is a school for boys and one for girls, and one for young children. 
as well as the school for art and craftsm anship. 
, 
As we drove about the winding roads and saw the unfolded dream of 
Mr. Booth, in this creation of Cranbrook. Mr. Milles explained th a t the 
dom inating idea of the center was to surround youth with beauty, h a r­ 
mony, cleanliness, order, and the value and Inspiration of the out-of- 
doors, so th a t characters m ight be so formed as to make these things 
em inent throughout the life of the individual, no m atter lh w hat position 
ot life. 
Here the m ental and physical health of each pupil is considered as 
im portant as progress in book knowledge, and here environm ent and h a r­ 
mony of atm osphere exert an influence which is definite and lasting. 
We came back to the city and took our train home, happy in seeing 
this perm anent monument—the realization of a newspaper m an’s dream 
toward cultural life.

He learn­

he graciously showed us his magnificent plaster models for a great foun- 
tain and another tremendously virile creation depicting the tragedy and 
romance of the American Indian 
There was a simplicity and poetic 


beauty to these models that kept us in deep and silent thought. The quiet 
and sincere cordiality of the artist inspired us and made us forget "the 
madness of materialism as he unfolded his ideas of life and art and show- 
ed to us the many illustrations of his long life in creating beauty for the 
world. 


We visited the buildings of this unique center and saw some of the 


work of those attending as students. Simple, glorious beauty everywhere 
There is a school for boys and one for gals, and one for young children, 
as well as the school for art and craftsmanship 


As we drove about the winding roads and saw the unfolded dream of 


Mr Booth, in this creation of Cranbrook, Mr Milles explained that the 
dominating idea of the center was to surround youth with beauty, har- 
mony, cleanliness, order, and the value and Inspiration of the out-of- 
doors, so that characters might be so formed as to make these things 
eminent throughout the life of the individual, no matter ffi what position 
of life 


Here the mental ^md physical health of each pupil is considered as 


important as progress in book knowledge, and here environment and har- 
mony of atmosphere exert an influence which is definite and lasting. 


We came back to the city and took our tram home, happy in seeing 


this permanent monument^-the realization of a newspaper man's dream

a 
friend of the family were present 
late Thursday in the office of G. 
Frank Shantey, state manager, to 
see the two mortgages canceled and 
receipts for corporation bonds made 
out to the mortgagee. 
The 
family’s 
plight, resulting 
from six months’ unemployment by 
the father and cost of operations 
for three of seven members of the 
family, 
had 
weighed 
heavily 
on 
young 
Adam. 
Then he heard in 


school, where he is in the eighth 
grade, about 
"some things” 
the 
president was doing in Washing­ 
ton. 
Unknown to the family he ad­ 
dressed a letter to "Pres. Roose­ 
velt.” 
"Please, sir, Pres. Roosevelt,” he 
said, "I feel sorrey for my mother. 
Mother* cries day and night because 
we are going to lose our home. The 
man is going to sell our house on 
the 30th of August and make an ac­ 
tion of our furniture because my

mortgage.
